Company 
delight at 
winning 
top award 

A WELSHPOOL company, 
which came close to going 
out of business, won a spe¬ 
cial award at last Friday’s 
Powys Business Awards. 

Members of the manage¬ 
ment team at Floform, once 
one of the area’s biggest 
employers, refused to accept 
that they were finished 
when the precision engi¬ 
neering business went into 
administration. 

They set about convincing 
their main competitor, Hert¬ 
fordshire based Dawson 
Shanahan Ltd, to take a 
chance and invest in them 
and their efforts were 
rewarded by winning the 
Judges Special Award. 

The business restarted as 
Dawson Shanahan (Wales) 
Ltd and in three years it has 
built turnover to £4.3 mil¬ 
lion and employs 38 people. 

Chairman and managing 
director David Dawson, who 
said he remortgaged his 
house and risked everything 
to buy the business, paid 
tribute to his team at Welsh¬ 
pool. 

“I have been in manufac¬ 
turing for 40 years and I 
have never received any¬ 
thing like this,” he told the 
audience at the ceremony. 

“I owe everything to the 
engineers in our Welshpool 
factory whose innovation, 
dedication, hard work and 
enthusiasm are second to 
none. They are truly amaz¬ 
ing and I’m so proud of this 
award.” 

Take tour of 
sewage works 

A £3.25 million refurbish¬ 
ment of a sewage works in 
Welshpool will be unveiled to 
the public. 

Severn Trent Water says 
it is inviting residents to see 
what happens after they 
flush the toilet at an exhibi¬ 
tion and tour next week. 

The company have 
brought the town’s sewage 
treatment plant in Henfaes 
Lane up-to-date with new 
machinery. 

A spokesman said: “Join 
us at the Smithfield Bell 
pub, Mill Lane, on Tuesday 
from 4pm to 7pm to see the 
exhibition.” 



Fire crews battle barns blaze 


FIREFIGHTERS continued to 
damp down a farm fire, which 
destroyed two barns, more than 24 
hours after it started. 

About 30 firefighters tackled the 
blaze at Rhos Farm between Llan- 
drinio and Arddleen which started 
in the early hours of Monday 
morning. 

The blaze started shortly after 
lam and the crews did not leave 
the scene, close to the A483 road, 
until Tuesday. 


They used water from a nearby 
canal to tackle the fire. 

Two barns were destroyed in the 
fire and a third building was badly 
damaged. 

A spokesman for Mid and West 
Wales Fire Service said no-one was 
injured and the cause of the fire 
was not yet known. 

He said: “Three barns were 
involved in the fire. One measur¬ 
ing 40 metres by 40 metres was 
totally destroyed. 


“One barn measuring 30 metres 
by 40 metres was totally destroyed 
and one measuring 30 metres by 
50 metres was 50 per cent 
destroyed by the fire. 

“The barns contained hay, straw 
and farm machinery. The cause of 
the fire is not yet known and inves¬ 
tigations are still taking place.” 

Crews from Llanfyllin, Mont¬ 
gomery, Llanfair Caereinion and 
two from Welshpool were sent to 
the blaze.

Firm gets 
unusual 
order from

A FIRM which specialises in 
making designs out of metal 
has received its most 
unusual order to date - a 
statue of a gorilla, made 
from spoons, for famed illu¬ 
sionist, Uri Geller. 

British Ironworks of 
Shropshire is now designing 
the sculpture for the psy¬ 
chic’s London home. 

Mr Geller will be picking 
up the gorilla in person, hav¬ 
ing agreed to attend a spe¬ 
cial open day next year. 

The famed spoon bender 
first forged links with the 
Oswestry-based company 
when he ordered lamp posts 
for his home. He was thrilled 
when managing director, 
Clive Knowles, delivered 
them complete with a 
unique model bent to recog¬ 
nise Mr Geller’s famous 
spoon bending. 

Mr Knowles said: “He 
wanted to know what else 
we did and when he saw the 
animal statues he was 
thrilled. He asked if we 
could make him a gorilla, 
putting as many spoons as 
we could into the design.” 

“His home backs onto the 
River Thames and he wants 
to have the gorilla peering 
over his garden wall to sur¬

Man escapes 
home blaze 

A YOUNG man escaped 
unhurt after fire broke out 
in his bedroom on Tuesday 
night. 

Flames could be seen from 
the rear bedroom of the 
ground floor flat at Weston 
Close in Morda, Oswestry, 
after the blaze broke out at 
about 8.20pm. 

Crews from Oswestry and 
Chirk brought it under con¬ 
trol in 20 minutes. Adrian 
Bowen, from Oswestry fire 
station, said: “It is believed 
the cause of the fire was 
electrical and investigations 
are continuing.” 
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Planning 
request 
in power 
lines bid 

THE next step has been 
taken towards a £13 million 
overhead power line near 
Oswestry. 

A planning application 
has been lodged to bury or 
divert a section of the cur¬ 
rent line to make way for the 
construction of a new 132kv 
overhead line between 
Oswestry and the Legacy 
power station near Wrex¬ 
ham. 

Permission for the line 
was given to SP Man web 
earlier this year after a 
three-week public inquiry in 
2012. 

The go-ahead was given 
despite fears from councils 
on both sides of the border 
that the line would be detri¬ 
mental to the countryside 
and tourism. 

The energy company is 
now moving forward and 
has submitted an applica¬ 
tion to Shropshire Council 
planners to underground or 
divert a section of the exist¬ 
ing 33kv line at Lower 
House Farm, Pen-y-Bryn, St 
Martins. 

In a letter to the council 
SP Manweb asks the council 
to indicate that it has no 
objection to the work. 

However, representatives 
of Wrexham Council, Chirk 
Town Council and St Mar¬ 
tins Parish Council gave evi¬ 
dence against the plans. 

They told planning 
inspector Emyr Jones that 
they wanted all or part of 
the line to be buried. 

Road closed for 
gas supply works 

A ROAD in a village near 
Oswestry was closed for 
three days this week while a 
new gas supply was laid. 

Traffic was being diverted 
around Old Chirk Road in 
Weston Rhyn from Tuesday 
until today (Thursday) 
affecting the stretch of road 
from the junction with Sta¬ 
tion Road to the junction 
with Vicarage Lane.

Mr Conde, 46, who ran his 
own joinery business, died 
when his Aprilia Shiver GT 
750 motorbike collided with 
a van on the A49 at Dorring- 
ton on August Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

Airlifted 

He was airlifted to the 
University Hospital North 
Staffordshire in Stoke but 
died shortly after arriving. 

His family including his 
wife Steph Conde, children 
Rachel, 18, and Matthew, 15, 
and his girlfriend Jane and 
her children have paid trib¬ 
ute to Mr Conde. 

Mrs Conde said although 
she and Mr Conde were sep¬ 
arated, they had remained 
friends. 

She said Mr Conde had 
owned a motorbikes all his 
adult life and had been sec¬ 
retary of a local motorcycle 
club, the Drunken Donkeys 
which organised charity 
runs to take presents to chil¬ 
dren in hospital. 

She said: “He had a 
motorbike accident in 1990 
and broke two vertebrae 


which meant he could not 
work for six months.” 

Mrs Conde said Mr Conde 
had been well-liked and 
thought of by his customers, 
workmates, bosses and sup¬ 
pliers and said nothing was 
too much trouble for him. 

“He was proud of the chil¬ 
dren and their achieve¬ 
ments, he loved rock music 
and concerts, going to 
Download at Donnington 
Park with Rachel this year.” 

“We would all like to say a 
huge thank you to every sin¬ 
gle person who came to pay 
their respects and support 
us through this awful time 
and say how wonderful it 
was, despite our sadness, to 
see such an outpouring of 
love and respect for Steve. It 
was a fitting send off for 
such a gentleman.” 

Donations made in Mr 
Conde’s memory will go to 
the Midlands Air Ambu¬ 
lance. 

Mrs Conde added: 
“Rachel and Matthew have a 
jar of loose change from 
Steve’s home that they have 
counted. 

“They would like to add 
that £27 to the donation.”

Superfast broadband for 
towns and villages by 2015 


TOWNS and villages across Mid Wales are set to receive superfast 
broadband by the end of 2015, it has been revealed. 

Towns including Welshpool, Montgomery and Newtown and the surrounding 
areas are expected to be linked up in the next two years under the Superfast 
Cymru scheme. 

The UK Government has invested £57 million pounds in the project which will deliver 
fibre-based broadband to 96 per cent of homes and businesses in Wales by the end of 2015. 

Work is due to start on the roll-out in September 2014 in Welshpool and Newtown, which 

will be followed in December 2014 by Treg-

Council in call 
for equality in 
cuts to budget 

MEMBERS of a small town council have 
called for equality when borough councillors 
make budget cuts. 

Chirk Town Council has been told it will 
have to face a reduction in services run by 
Wrexham County Borough Council as a 
result of the changes. 

But at a meeting of the town council 
councillors claimed the cuts were unfair as 
their money was being used to pay for serv¬ 
ices in Wrexham town which were of no ben¬ 
efit to their residents. 

Lawrence Isted, head of community well¬ 
being and development at Wrexham CBC, 
said £34million has to be cut from its budget 
in the next five years. 

He said: “This requires a rather dracon¬ 
ian savaging of our services. We are stuck 
between a rock and a hard place. Certain 
areas, such as the £130million provided for 
social services, can’t be touched. 

“We have to think about what do we do 
about the budget for discretionary services? 
In your area that is about play spaces and 
community centres. 

“There are really three options available 
to keep the services: you pay us to run these 
services, you or take them on, or some social 
enterprise in your area takes them on.” 

But Councillor Jacqueline Allen said any 
cuts made would affect smaller rural 
parishes more than those near the towns, 
making it more difficult to take on respon¬ 
sibility for services. 

“Councils round the town centre are not 
contributing to the same level as we are out 
in the sticks and that is totally unfair.”

David Jones, the Westminster Gov¬ 
ernment’s secretary of state for Wales, said: 
“This government is putting the provision 
of reliable high-speed internet at the heart 
of its economic growth agenda. 

Economy 

“We know that the internet is a funda¬ 
mental part of our economy and we need to 
ensure that the whole of Wales has a broad¬ 
band network fit for the digital age. 

“By 2015 we will have achieved a truly 
remarkable transformation in broadband 
provision in Wales. Speeds will be dramati¬ 
cally faster and both fixed and mobile 
superfast broadband will be widespread. We 
will have transformed connectivity in the 
majority of Welsh rural communities. 

“This project is a prime example of how 
money from the UK Government can be 
combined with other funding to deliver for 
the people of Wales. It is this combination 
of firepower that will deliver the infrastruc¬ 
ture investments and improvements that 
Wales so desperately needs.” 

The scheme was launched by the Welsh 
Assembly and BT in July last year and aims 
to take fibre broadband to 96 per cent of 
homes and businesses in Wales by the end 
of spring 2016.

THE technical manager of a Welshpool- 
based waste management company has 
completed the Iron Man Wales event for 
charity.

I managed it with 
45 minutes to spare. 

“It was a long day. I had completed 
shorter triathlons in the past but this was 
by far my biggest challenge. 

“I am raising money for the work that is 
done by Severn Hospice in Shrewsbury. 
They provide some amazing care for peo¬ 
ple.”

Cooper from Shropshire Council explained how the levy would be shared out. 

“It is a form of development tax,” he said. Previously only very large housing develop-

ments contributed funding. 

Mr Cooper said: “This is a way for all 
development to contribute to the infrastruc¬ 
ture of the area in which they are built. The 
only exception is for affordable housing, 
which is excluded.” 

He said an average house was 100 square 
metres, which would bring in £8,000 if built 
in the country or £4,000 in urban areas. 

“Of that money five per cent is kept by 
Shropshire council for administration and 
15 per cent goes directly to the parish coun¬ 
cil in which the development is situated. 

Priority 

“Shropshire is unique in that, of the 
remaining funds, 90 per cent is put aside for 
use on local projects that are in the local plan 
and that are a local priority. Once the parish 
council draws down that money it must be 
used within five years. The remaining 10 per 
cent is kept for strategic projects.” 

He said that Shropshire Council was now 
awaiting £10,500 from development now 
under way. “If all the building takes place 
that has been granted planning permission 
that will mean another £50,000 of commu¬ 
nity infrastructure levy,” he said. 

Councillor Paul Milner asked about the 
development at The Cottams at Morda. Mr 
Cooper said that because of a boundary anom¬ 
aly, although the development was viewed as 
urban and so would only bring in £40 a 
square metre, the 15 per cent of funding 
would go to Oswestry Rural Parish Council.

At the start of July an investigation was 
launched by NHS regulator Monitor into 
missed waiting time targets over concerns 
some patients were not getting surgery 
within the 18-week target. 

Eliminate 

The longest-waiting patients had been on 
waiting lists for more than a year as they 
needed complex spinal surgery which they 
wanted to undergo at the specialist hospital 
in Gobowen. Val Doyle, director of opera¬ 
tions, said the final three of these patients 
would be now undergoing their treatment 
within the next week. 

“We are on track to eliminate the 52- 
week wait patients by the end of Septem¬ 
ber,” she said. “That’s quite a good drop in 
waiting times. Overall, 98.08 per cent of 
patients wait less than 18 weeks to start 
their treatment.” 

In the year from March 2012 to March 
2013, the hospital trust treated 15,478 in 
patients and day cases, and saw 128,193 out 
patients. 

Board member Richard Clarke said: 
“This is an excellent achievement. It’s been 
a difficult road and I am sure there’s been a 
lot of pressure and hard work going into 
this achievement.”

WAS there much sympathy for the teach¬ 


ers in England who went on strike on Tues¬ 
day over pay, pensions and working condi¬ 
tions?

There was probably plenty of disdain 
rather than support from the majority of the 
thousands of parents whose lives were 
turned upside down for the day. 

Striking very rarely leads to a successful 
conclusion in my experience. I once spent six 
penniless weeks on strike as a member of 
the National Union of Journalists without 
even gaining the support of our colleagues 
in the printing unions.

TIME TO REVIEW PARTNERSHIP DEEDS AND POLICIES 

Q: I am a partner in an accountancy practice where one partner has been underperforming. The situation has gone unaddressed because others 
thought it easier to just retire him in two years when he reaches 65. My concern is whether the same age discrimination rules apply to partners as they 
do to employees in respect of retirement age? 

A: The law does not always recognise the difference in status between an employee and partner, treating both as ‘workers’. Therefore a partner could 
bring an age discrimination claim against the practice as there is no longer a default or normal retirement age. 

A recent similar case involving a solicitor went from the Employment Tribunal to the Supreme Court and back again. The solicitor, a partner in a law 
firm, was made to retire at the end of the year in which he turned 65. The Employment Tribunal felt the retirement age of 65 was objectively justified 
but the solicitor appealed. The Supreme Court held that the law firm did have legitimate aims in imposing a retirement age but these must be “social 
policy objectives” rather than just an age convenient for the firm. 

The Supreme Court put the case back into Employment Tribunal to decide whether these social policy objectives were made out by making the solicitor 
retire at 65 rather than, say, 68 or 70. The retirement age was justified because it reasonably facilitated partnership succession, which balanced the 
needs of the firm, the partners and the aspiring solicitors. 

As the justification of any mandatory retirement age will be fact specific, it would be unwise to rely on this case as legal authority for the forced 
retirement of your partner. You should consult an employment law specialist if you are considering this course of action. Alternatively you could raise 
your performance concerns with the individual in question.

PARTS of Welshpool town centre 
could be transformed into a crazy 
golf course to host a national 
championship. 

Welshpool Town Council said it is in 
advanced negotiations to bring the Welsh 
Crazy Golf Championships to the town - a 
move which could see a course built in the 
town centre in August. 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, said: “The 
qualifiers could be held at the current crazy 
golf course which is housed around the back 
of the Flash Leisure Centre in Salop Road 
and then the finals could be held at a course 
which would be constructed somewhere 
right in the town centre.”

“The first thing we decided on was to 
remove the Be a Local Tourist Week as it 
was felt that this time it had run its course 
and come to a natural end, at least for the 
next couple of years.” 

The carnival was cancelled in 2012 due to 
a lack of space in the town’s summer calen¬ 
dar, while this year’s saw attendance figures 
fall, and it is hoped the town council’s 
involvement could rejuvenate it. 

Town councillor John Morgan said: “The 
carnival will need help if it is to progress 
with certainty into 2014.”

Councillor David Lloyd said he was looking forward to a 
decision being made on an appeal by Jerry and Michelle 
Berry to stay on land opposite Henlle Park Golf Club in

family’s second appeal after 
having had a fresh set of 
plans to create a travellers’ 
camp turned down by 
Shropshire Council planners 
back in May. 

Councillor Lloyd, who 
represents Gobowen on 
Shropshire Council and is 
also the authority’s speaker, 
said: “It has become some¬ 
thing of a saga and a num¬ 
ber of hurdles have been 
taken. 

Process 

“The process has been a 
long way although it is a 
process the applicants have 
been fully entitled to take. 

“We will await the result 
of the inquiry with interest,” 
he added. 

The Berry family has been 
living on the site, formerly 
used as a rubbish tip, with¬ 
out planning permission 
since 2010. 

Shropshire Council plan¬ 
ning chiefs issued a stop 
notice on the land three 
years ago after development 
took place without approval. 


A previous application by 
the family to establish a 
travellers’ camp on the land 
was rejected by Shropshire 
councillors. 

Their appeal was also 
rejected by a planning 
inspector after it attracted 
more than 80 objections. 

The couple applied again 
for permission to develop 
the land and reduced the 
number of homes and cara¬ 
vans in their revised bid. 

The second bid attracted 
more than 20 objections 
including opposition from 
members of Selattyn and 
Gobowen Parish Council. 

That bid was rejected by 
Shropshire Council in May. 

The couple have now 
appealed against that deci¬ 
sion and the appeal, by way 
of an informal hearing, will 
be held in front of a plan¬ 
ning inspector on October 
30. 

The hearing will take 
place at the Castle View 
council chambers in 
Oswestry.

Boost for blind dogs charity

A CHARITY which cares for blind dogs has 
been awarded £500 to help find adoptive 
homes for its rescue dogs. 

Blind Dog Rescue UK, which is based in 
Oswestry, was given the funding by the BT 
People Awards, which rewards local commu¬ 
nity groups, charities and organisations 
where BT employees volunteer their time. 

Catherine Morton, a contracts adminis¬ 
trator for BTiNet who applied for the 
award, said: “We rescue and rehome blind 
and partially sighted dogs from Europe 
where they have very little chance of ever 
leaving the street or shelter. We cover the 
cost of transport, passports and eye opera¬ 
tions, as well as supporting rescues in 
Romania with food and veterinary bills.” 

Blind Dog Rescue UK is one of hundreds 
of groups who applied for an award during 
this round of the scheme and impressed 
judges with how they would use their grant. 

The group plans to use its £500 to help 
transport dogs to adoptive homes. “I have 
been involved in Blind Dog Rescue UK for 


nearly two years now. We are always low on 
resources and funding is hard to come by,” 
Catherine said. 

“The BT People Awards provides a great 
opportunity for charities like ours to get 
some additional help that can make a huge 
difference. We will be able to help more dogs 
find their loving forever homes after facing 
an uncertain future.” 

The charity works in the rescue, rehabil¬ 
itation and rehoming of blind and partially 
sighted dogs in the UK and across Europe. 
It also offers help and support to owners of 
blind or partially sighted dogs. 

Catherine said: “We are determined to 
ensure that blind dogs are given the chance 
to live full and happy lives. Fortunately we 
have many wonderful blind dogs who act as 
ambassadors, inspiring their owners and 
everyone they meet. They are living proof 
that, whether born blind or having become 
blind later in life, these dogs, with support 
in a loving home, can develop the confidence 
to become an integral part of the family.”

PATIENTS at Oswestry’s 
orthopaedic hospital have 
welcomed a new calm and 
comfortable unit for surgical 
admissions.

Goldfinch's sweet birdsong 
almost caused its downfall 


THE BBC recently ques¬ 
tioned people to ascertain - 
in a rather trivial way - how 
British is Britain. It was 
decided that young people 
found British identity more 
attractive than older people. 

To me, a few of the things that 
pop into my head when thinking of 
such a question is ‘courage in the 
face of adversity’, ‘loyalty’, ‘royalty’ 
and the ‘green, green grass of 
home’. 

Yet in England and Wales, the 
generation least likely to have 
ticked the box marked ‘British’ in 
the 2011 census to describe their 
national identity, are those who 
lived through the war and watched 
the sun set on the British Empire. 

So be it. And maybe I’m wrong in 
my ‘old fashioned’ views, but seeing 
as this is a column on wildlife, there 
is one particular animal that, 
unlike the dragon of St George or 
the lions of Trafalgar, actually 
exists among our ‘green hills’ and 
once more, I think it can be seen to 
represent much of what makes 
many of us British. 

There are just three species of 
goldfinches in the world - our 
familiar bird, plus two across the 
Atlantic; the widespread American 
and Lawrence’s goldfinches, found 
in the south-west USA. 

Our bird therefore is truly a 
native of our shores and this has 
served its needs for better and for 
worse over the course of British his-

tory. Anyone who has an affinity for 
this species will undoubtedly 
admire it for its plumage and twit¬ 
tering song amongst other assets 
and the same sentiments were 
shared in Victorian times. 

The popularity of goldfinches as a 
cage bird in Victorian Britain led to 
huge numbers being trapped to sup¬ 
ply demand. The finches were 
trapped by a variety of methods 
including birdlime, clap nets and 
spring-loaded cages using a decoy 
and unsurprisingly, their popula¬ 
tions crashed. 

Trapped 

The numbers of finches caught in 
a year could be huge. In 1860, for 
example, 132,000 were reputed to 
have been trapped; not in Britain as 
a whole, but at a single site; Wor¬ 
thing in Sussex. 

The collective noun for a flock of 
goldfinches is ‘a charm’, this being 
derived from the old English c’irm, 
describing the birds’ song. But as 
lovely as it must have been to wake 
up to beautifully plumed, exquis¬ 
itely singing Goldfinches every 
morning, these creatures were not 
of course meant to be caged and 


something had to be done about it. 

In 1889, a group of forward think¬ 
ing women (I’m not sure of their 
collective noun!) and began to 
protest initially about the plight of 
exotic birds such as egrets and birds 
of paradise that were being shot in 
vast numbers to supply British Vic¬ 
torian women with hat accessories. 

They formed the Society for the 
Protection of Birds and in 1904 the 
rapidly successful group was given 
its royal charter. 

After the effective exotic birds 
campaign, one of the society’s next 
major priorities was halting the 
decline of the goldfinch. 

This crusade again proved fruit¬ 
ful and goldfinch numbers began to 
rise steadily. The numbers of these 
birds have tailed off slightly in 
recent decades but they remain a 
‘green list’ species by the RSPB and 
are of least conservation concern - 
a rather nice case of blowing one’s 
own trumpet. 

As autumn approaches and birds 
make a welcome return to our parks 
and gardens in Shropshire, this 
species in particular can be 
attracted by lashing now-dead this¬ 
tle heads to a pole and sprinkling 
niger seeds over them.

Pharmacy 
offering 
advice in 
campaign 

A PUBLIC health campaign 
will encourage older people 
in Wales to visit their local 
pharmacy throughout Octo¬ 
ber to find out how to stay 
well over the winter months. 

The Winter Wellness 
pharmacy campaign is being 
run by all Welsh health

“Cold homes have a sig¬ 
nificant impact on people’s 
health and one of the best 
ways of keeping well during 
winter is to stay warm. 
Keeping warm over the win¬ 
ter months can help prevent 
coughs and colds as well as 
more serious health condi¬ 
tions such as influenza, 
pneumonia, heart attacks, 
strokes, and depression.” 

Rhian Pearce, Age 
Cymru’s Keep Well this Win¬ 
ter coordinator, added: 
“During the campaign we 
advise older people about 
things they can do, such as 
getting a flu jab and keeping 
their homes warm.”

Three Emilys were pioneers 



Kath Renshaw, as she was being 
called by then, back home in 
Shrewsbury showing the costume 
she wore at a “waxwork carnival” in 
Oswestry in 1930.

THEY were called Emily, Emily, 
and Emily, and were destined to 
be Shropshire pioneers. 

In the 1920s Shropshire Orthopaedic 
Hospital employed what were then called 
cripples to do work like padding leather 
splints and making surgical boots. 

But in 1927 it went a step further by 
creating a “cripples’ training college” 
devoted to giving the disabled the skills 
that would enable them to make a living. 

It was the beginnings of what soon 
became known as Derwen College. 

And, if Mrs Jean Roe is right, there 
was a remarkable coincidence when it 
came to choosing the first trainees. 

“When they decided to open this col-

lege, Dame Agnes Hunt approached my 
mum and two other girls. They were best 
friends,” she said. 

“My mum’s name was Emily Kathleen 
Renshaw, and another was an Emily 
with a very similar surname to Renshaw, 
although I can’t remember it.”. 

She thinks the third girl was also 
called Emily, although is not really sure. 

In any event, if there were indeed 
three Emilys at the start, this did not 
last for long. 

“Because of the confusion, my mum 
took on her second name, Kathleen, and 
was known as Kath,” she added. 


Kath - as we shall now call her - was 
born in Shrewsbury in 1911, so would 
have been in her mid-teens at the time. 

At the age of seven she had com¬ 
plained of pains in her foot. The hospital 
at Shrewsbury diagnosed TB ankle and 
amputated her leg below the knee. 

Memorabilia 

It was her after-care which took her to 
the Oswestry hospital where, Mrs Roe 
says, Dame Agnes said she should never 
have lost her foot. It was not TB, but 
stretched sinews. 

The youngster simply made the best of 
things. 

Mrs Roe, from Broseley, has many pic¬ 
tures and memorabilia relating to her

late mother which throw fascinating 
light on those early years of the Derwen. 

Her mum’s reference from June 1935, 
under the letter heading of “Derwen 
Cripples’ Workshops, Oswestry”, tells 
how “Miss Kathleen Renshaw was 
employed in the splint-making depart¬ 
ment of the Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital from 1926 to 
1927 when the workshops were taken 
over by the Derwen Cripples’ Training 
College and Workshops. She remained 
here until October 1934.” 

Mrs Roe thinks the first trainees were 
girls, and there were no boys until later, 
although a book about the history of the 
hospital differs on this point. 


The book, called The Heritage of 
Oswestry, tells how Dame Agnes “col¬ 
lected four boys being trained in the 
blacksmith’s shop and two girls from the 
splint-making department and solemnly 
informed them that they were ‘The 
Shropshire Orthopaedic Training School 
for Cripples’. 

She says they were suitably impressed 
but wondered what was going to happen 
next.” 

In any event, one particular boy was 
to change the life of Kath, who was a 
tall - about 5ft lOins or 5ft llins - and 
striking young lady. But that is a story 
for another time...

making duties each day and there are huge 
storage areas to be found in just about every 
area of the vehicle. 

Swivelling front cab seats can be brought 
into play to provide extra seating for those fam¬ 
ily moments, with a carefully stored table easily 
clicked into place. 

The Chieftain’s galley is L-shaped and posi¬ 
tioned opposite the nearside caravan door with 
enough worktop space to dish up a family 
meal. 

The cooker is fitted into the middle of the 
worktop with an electric hotplate in addition to 
its three spark-ignition equipped gas burners. 


There’s no shortage of well built drawers and 
cupboards, some of which are fitted out to 
restrain crockery and glasses.

If you disregard the inevitable rattle of plates 
and cutlery and avoid annoying cats eyes the 
ride was smooth in a peaceful cab.

SAINTS READY FOR

THE season may only be six weeks 
old, but The New Saints’ top of the 
table showdown at Airbus UK on Sat¬ 
urday is already shaping up as a 
potential Welsh Premier title decider.
